In its final decision dated Oct. 29, the board said 
that, while the Aug. 11 incident alone wasn’t suffi- 
cient reason for discharge, Duncan’s record 
showed.a repeated pattern of misconduct and

action, (Duncan) has failed to rectify his short- 
comings.”

An article in the Alton Telegraph had reported the 180-mile 
round trips of two Medicaid patients to the clinic operated by the 
SIU School of Dental Medicine. 

Public Aid Director Kathleen Kustra has directed the alana 
ment’s medical ion to “take whatever steps are necessary’ 
avoid sending any more Springfield~Medicaid patients to Alton for 
dental care, agency spekesman Dean Schott said. 

The state agency paid $140 for each round trip because’ the 

Springfield Public Aid office had not been able to-find an orthodon- 
tist or oral surgeon there who would treat Medicaid patients, 
Schott said.

—_.The actual cost for every-man, 
woman a nd child in Illinois, for 
example, is $697, which means a 
family of four would write a 
gheck for $2,788—four times $697, 

Hill says. 

“Missouri, on the other hand, is 
a_beneficiary of the S&L bailout, 
he’ says, because funds pumped 
into the state’s failed or failing 
thrifts will amount to a net gain 
of $15 per person in the state? 

The big winner in what Hill 
calls ‘‘the largest corporate wel- 
fare program since the Great 
Depression’ is Texas, where the 
bailout will: pump $4,775 into the 
S&L industry for every resident 

With the exception of Ver- 
mont, every state had at least 
one failed thrift. 

Hill's analysis is based on the 
percentage each state pays of 
total federal income taxes. He 
then applies that percentage to 
the cost of the S&L bailout. For 
example, if Illinois accounted for 
5 percent of federal taxes, he 
assigned 5 percent of the bailout 
costs there. 

Then he calculated the cost of 
the bailout by state. The cost of 
rescuing Missouri’s failed or fail- 
ing thrifts exceeds how much 
Show-Me State taxpayers will 
contribute, under Hill’s formula, 
by $15 a head. The amount paid 


Alaska, Kansas, Louisiana, footing the largest part of the 


Nebraska, Minnesota, Colorado, 
Utah and Mississippi. .Missouri’s 
gain of $15 per capita is the low- 
est of the bunch. 

Connecticut residents will pay 
the most toward the bailout, 
$1,237 each. As a wealth y state, 
Connecticut’s per capita income 


taxes are greater than Missouri — 


or--Itlinois, —so- Connecticut's 
share of the bailout is greater, 
says Hill, who specializes in 
urban studies and public admin- 
istration. Hill is no stranger to 
St. Louis; he was part of the 
team that devised the city-coun- 
Re school desegregation plan in 
e early 1980s 


Hill's analysis could reignite 
regional warring in Congress, 
pitting politicians from the 37 
States that will,,under Hill’s for- 
mula, actually be financing the 
bailout -of thrifts in the remain- 
ing 13 states, says Kéith Laugh- 
lin, staff director of the North- 
east Midwest Congressional 
Coalition in Washington D.C. 

The coalition, composed of 
Congressman from 17 states, 
lobbies against the transfer of 
wealth from their states to pay 
for problems they didn’t create. 
In this fall’s budget debate in 
Congres: Laughlin convinced 
lawmakers that an oil-import fee 
should not be imposed to help 
pay for the bailout because ‘‘that 
would be like rewarding. the 
guilty (Texas) and punishing the 
innocent,"’ those shelling out tax- 
es to pay for the Lone Star 
state's failed S&Ls 

That ‘fairness’’ issue will 
resurface when Congress debates 


bailout. One-half of ali- proper- 
ties now held by the Resolution 
Trust Corp., the government 
agency set up to handle the S&L 
bailout, are in Texas, Laughlin 
says. 

If the nation could write a 
check today, the cost of the bail- 
Gut would be -$203 billion. But the” 
$2,000-per-househoid estimates-by 
the General Accounting Office, 
an arm of Congress, and by the 
Conference Board, a business 
group, assumes the bailout’s 
costs will be paid over 30 years, 
bringing the actual payout to 
between $400 billion and $500 bil- 
lion. - 

Laughlin’s coalition has pro- 
posed a bill that would shift 
some bailout costs to states ben- 
efitting from: the rescue plan. If 
passed, the bill would hand the 
State of Texas a bill for $2.5 bil- 
lion, Laughlin says. 

Texas partjsans and those in 
other Sunbelt states where S&Ls 
failed, argue that not all the 
money that flows into their 
states will go to local depositors. 
They claim that rich people 
from around the nation who 
opened accounts to earn the high 
interest rates offered by failing 
thrifts also benefit fram the bail- 
out 

Such ‘‘brokered’’ accounts 
totaled 22 percent of all deposits 
in Arizona, just 10 .percent. in 
Texas, says Hill, who admits his 
per-capita calculations don’t con- 
sider out-of-state depositors.

American workers ‘just say yes’ to. drug testing 


Although intense controversy 
over individual rights and liber- 
ties surround pre-employment 
drug testing, most employed 
American’ surprisingly say they 
would willingly submit to such 
tests with no reservations. This 
according to an accountants on 
call (aoc) national poll conduct- 
ed by the Gallup Organization 
Inc 

For the survey, full- and 
part-time workers were asked if 
they. would take a pre-employ- 
ment drug test “with no reserva- 
tions,"’ if they would take the 
test, but ‘‘would rather not;"’ or 
if they ‘‘would not take the 
test."" An overwhelming 75 per- 

t- of employed Americans 
said they would take the lest 
with no reservations. Just one 
out of six (17 percent) of the 
workers took a mederate posi 
tion replying that they would 
take the test, but would rather 
not. And surprisingly, less than 
one in ten (7 percent) would 
refuse the test. One percent did 
not know . 

“For all the debate encircling 
the pre-employment drug testing 
issue, we were shocked that so 
many Americans would willingly 
take the te: said Stewart C. 
Libes, CPA, President and. 
Founder of accountants on call 
“One explanation for the surpris 
ing results may be that all the 
media attention focusing on drug 

- problems existing in all facets of 
our’ society — schools, athlet. 
industry, public service — 
having an effect on the Ameri 
can people, and they truly 
believe that accepting a drug 
test is one way to fight the epi- 

~ demic. Also, with many econom- 
ic experts talking recession, 
workers may be more willing to 
submit to stringent pre-employ- 
ment screening just to get the 
job.”*
